PF Hough all Scripture be giuen by in- 
Rp ſpiration, and is profitable to inftrud, 
and to reprooue, that ſo the man of: 
IS God may be perfe& in cuery good 
, * worke: yet is there none more futa- 
ble with the reſt of Gods Arke, and the peaceable | 
condition of his Chutch, then what is now before | 
| me. Itis written by S-lomon, a King of peace it is 
| framed into a ſong , the voice of peace; it begins 
with a Kiſſe, the ſigne of peacezitis ſpent in Loue, 
| the bond of peace, it runs vpon him, that is our 
peace; and hath not onely made peace our bor- 
ders , but ſet at peace through the bloud of his 
Crofle, thethings in carth, and the things in hea- 
uen. This peace is moſt comfortably ſhadowed

| cls of his compaſſion. What then ſhallI ſay, bur as 
the 
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the Apoſtle doth , our vncomely parts have more 
comelinefſe on: neither are wee aſhamed of our 
God, though he were crucified, that was his glorie, 
and will be ourfelicitic. O Lord if = ſhame bee 
glorious, whatis thy glory > How ſhall wee be ad- 
vanced by the ſtrength of thy power, that are ſo dig- 
nified by the weakeneſſe of thy ſufferings ? Ir is the 
honour of Chriſt to ſaue vs : letit be the honour of 
Chriſtians to ſerue him. Yea and (as Baſi/ſpeakes) 
ISGa; ni Tepivarcies varigbert the very top and crowne 
of our glorie and reioycing, VVhen the wiſe men 
vrought myrrhe , they knew hee ſhould die like a 
man; bur when they brought incenſe , they knew he 
was to be honoured asa God. Take heed then (1 be- 
ſeech you)leſt at anytime the weakneſle of his man-

footſteps ofhis righteouſneſſe. Wee reade of a no- 
ble Generall; victorious ouer the Turks,and famous 
among Chriſtians, that hee neuer commanded his 
ſouldiers any thing , but that he would do himſelfe: 
weſce the like in Chriſt : they areno ſtrange aduen- 
eures, or new exploits, which he layes vpon vs, ifwe 
can but follow our leader, or do that which he doth 


| &13 exereple, Nay, he did many things,leauing vs an [ 
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thew, belongs to vs, Vent & ſequere, come and fol-| 
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tiſme wherein he is Baptized, it is as much ascan be 
looked for. But whois able to find the way ofaſer- 
pent on a ſtone, orthe path ofan Eagle in the airc? 
Is not the name of Chriſt wonderfull! and are not 
his perfe&ions inimitable? Doth he not ride vpon a 
Cherub, and make darkneſle his pavilion > Or if diſ- 
cernable, and tobe ſcene, doth nor hee ſit vpon the 
hill of Sie, and inhabitlight which is vnapprocha- 
ble? (Honour'd and beloued) wee haue ſaid it, yet 
may wee follow as Petey did, afarre off, at leaſt cry 
with the daughters of Ieruſalem, Trehe nos, Draw vs 


moſt true, Quod lex imperat, fides impetrat. Faith ob- 
taining what the Law enioynes, andprayer makes 
that caſte which is moſt:hard tothe corruption of 
our nature. Indeed there be ſome things in our Sa- 
uiour we cannot imitate, wee may not emulate the 
glorie of his wiſedome, the magnificence of his po- 
wer: but his goodneſlic is exemplarie, and calls for 
obſeruation. is:$«rx. ſaith the Apoſtle, itis manifeſt, 
and hath appeared , tcaching vs to deny vngodli- 
neſſe, andtoliuc righteouſly, and fobcrly, and god- 
ly in this preſent world : Ob/ecrs Fatres, I beſeech 
; you brethren do not looſe an example ſo rare and 
; pretious , but faſhion your ſclues voro it, and bee 
changed in the. renewing of your minds : remem- 
bring alwayes that of Ny//en, Se uiunors Ri) yprrearhg* 
45. The profeſſion of a Chriſtian, ſtands inthe imi- 
| tation ofhis Maker, Seuerall qualities aregathered

ſeruant vnto pleaſure, another to couctouſneſle , a 
third to vanitie, all to feare, that wee come fhort of 
our expectations, and I would to God it were one- 
ly ſo, but the Church hath ever beene peſtred with 
les, and hereſtes, ſtrifes and diuifions, ſcarce grea- 
rcr diſtraction among the Corinthians, when they 
cryed, I am of Paul, and I am of Apollos, I am of the 
world, and am of Chriſt, then now is in many pla- 
ces of theſe kingdomes. What phantaſticall ſpirits 
ſo idle and ridiculous, that hath not many diſciples? 
Whar ſchiſmaticall leader ſo new fangled and per-

row on the houſe top, or a Pellican in the wildernes. 
Beloued, I ſpeake with ſhame to you, and gricfe to 
my ſelte, what ſometime Saint Bernard ſpake to his 
auditors. Quiaam non ſequantur , ſed fugiunt , Qui- 
dam (equuntur, ſed noneſſequuntur, cc, Some doc 
not follow Chriſt, but run trom him: they areſuch 
as delight in wickednes, for he that doth euill hateth 
thelight. Some do nor follow Chritt, but go before 
him: they are ſuch as reſiſt government, whereof 
| Peter was an inſtance , Maſter ſpare thy ſelfe, it ſhall 
' wot be unto thee : Some follow Chriſt, but do not o- 
 vertake him : and they are ſuch as faint intheit pro- 
| ceedings, to whom we may ſay, Lift vp che weake 
hands and ſtrengthen the feeble knees. Some tollow 
Chriſt, and at length reach vnto him : and they arc 
ſuchas perſevere in holineſſe , ro whom belong the 
Tables,and the Couenant.the Oracles,and the Pro- 
miſe,the Promile of life, and the Promiſe of my text, 
For they ſhall ſit vpon twelue thrones, and inde the_;

ations. Ifnot by the thunder and lightning of their

Itis apretty ſtory which Ireadof Pope Leo,when |

Holy father, what | 
makes you affraid? Haue not youthe keyes of hea- 
uen, and the merits of Chriſt at your diſpoſe?There | 
is none in the world that hath ſo great power and 
command as your ſelte, O ſaith Zero, know yee nor, 
that hee which ſells any thing , hath no right in that 
which is fold? I feare ſince wee haue ſo often ſoid 


Chrilt and his merits, we ſhall baue no right nor in-
